But a.as, the heavens wept a most 
continually, maybe, it was too much for 
old Kentucky to stand this time of atone- 
ment, this retrospection, this gettini 
gether on old neutral ground, more 
tral in the Ws than at the close of a 
century ! 



On the 17th of June, in the city of 
Philadelphia, that discreet, quiet, Quaker 
metropolis, the Republican National 
Convention will meet, and bv the way, 
think ol that same city of such renown 
getting a regular ninteenth century 
move on her and voluntarily pledging to 
pay into the treasury of the Republican 
Committee, one hundred thousand dol- 
lars for the party campaign fund. There 
is always a spirited contest between dif- 
ferent cities for the location of a conven- 
tion. It seems that a substantial con- 
tribution to the party campaign fund 
cuts a big figure of late years and almost 
every dollar of Philadelphia's pledge has 
been paid. I have a very distinct recol- 
lection of the conventions of 1880, '84 
and 'V2.and a vivid one of *M In the Re- 
publican convention of 18£0, tbe nomi- 
nation of a presidential candidate almost 
turned upon the settlement of certaii 
contested cases. The unseating o 
Grant's delegates made his nomination 
impossible and Garfield's nomination,!*' 
suited; in 1888 there were several con 
tested case*, contests that often engender 
bitter feelings. I guess all of us who 
took aDy interest in the campaign of 
1896 remember the delegates whose seats 
were contested over a hundred in the 
Republican Convention, and we aii re- 
memberiwbat an important part tbe Ne- 
braskan coitest over rival delegations, 
played on the Democratic convention of 
1806. It was this contest from his own 
state between the gold and silver De- 
mocracy that gave the gentleman from 
the "raying Platte," prominence in that 
convention. How quickly all eyes were 
turned towards him as the most available 
candidate! One oration at the right 
time and on the popular theme did the 
work in a dramatic manner. I do not 
recollect that prior to 1896 a platform 
reported by a committee was ever the 
subject (f controversy. In both the Re- 
publican and Democratic platform of 
'96, the contests between the gold stand- 
ard, free coinage and modified coinage 
propositions, caused a division. At St. 
Louis when the gold standard piank was 
laid, certain distinguished Republican 
delegates withdrew. The scene in Chica- 
go wis equally as exciting over the mon- 
etary iesue and it will ever remain as a 
classic event for all time to come. Again 
we will soon be in the midst ol another 
scene. The voice of the people! Who 
will be tbe nominee for Vice? I wonder, 
anyhow ! What is wanted in the gov- 
ernment of our natipn, or any nation, is 
more of kindly, human, intelligent sym- 
pathy. Queen Victoria has made an ad- 
mirable sovereign in many particulars, 
but she has never shown that sympathet- 
ic treatment of her Irish subjects that 
the rest of the world expected, but it 
teems that at the eleventh hour she has 
visited the "Emerald Isle" once in about 
forty years. Had ahe gone oftener, had 
the been more in sympathy, perhaps 
tbe Irish problem would never have 
been so intricate and so difficult of solu- 



Harry Weissinger, a southern soldier 
and a citizen of Louisville, made an elo- 
quent address at Belfast, Maine, on Dec- 
oration day May 30. Peace,sweet peace, was 
the key-note of his beautiful oration.

He is a typical southern gentle- 
man and was a gallant Confederate sol- 
dier. One thing he said in his address, 
oo-incidei exactly with my views, and I 
have called attention to it before. Tbe 
one time brave soldier of the union, now 
President of tbe United (States, has said 
in substance that the time is now come 
when the graves of tbe southern soldier 
should be cared for by the Government. 
Mr. Weissinger said that sentiment ex- 
pressed by President McKinley was the 
bravest and most patriotic that ever fell 
from the lips of man and as a confeder- 
ate soldier, Mr. Weissinger proclaimed it 
before a northern audience and in the 
presence of tbe "Grand Army of the 
Republic." Listen! Harry Weissinger 
•aid "I voice the sentiment of the whole 
South when I say, 'Our dead an yours, 
and yours are ours." Grand, patriotic, 
beautiful thought ! Amen I Amen ! We, 
who went through tbe fearful straggle of 
the Civil War, feel today, as the great 
Confederate Reunion in oar own state 
closes, that as a people, we are in closer 
Or jtt act than at any period in history. 
Wuhave thus given evidence of a pore/ 
patriotism, much more exalted than 
previous to 1860. "The Gray and Blue" 
have mingled and have thus erected a 
monument Mmented by affection and 
genial brotherhood, strong enough to 



defy tbe world. Yes, we are truly again 
one people— bitterness has been obliter- 
ated and when President McKinley 
called for volunteers to fight in tbe Span- 
ish war, the response came as quickly 
from the South as the North; the gray 
and the blue, sons of union soldiers, and 
sons of southern soldiers, marched side 
by side nnder our Stars and Stripes, to 
victory. Peace and good will reign in 
all our states as to the fundamental prin- 
ciples of government.

You want to go to China to so© ani- 
mal fighting reduced to a science. 
There are hundreds ot young men In 
the larger cities there who make a liv- 
ing by training animals to light and in 
exhibiting their savage qualities to In- 
terested audiences. Tboy catch both 
mud and snapping turtlet^ Xpod them 
on raw meat nnd some BflfT of drug 
that warms them up, and at the end of 
Six months tbey become savage enough 
to fight a tiger. The Jaws and teeth 
are filed and sandpapered until the 
mouth becomes a dangerous thing to 
go near. The turtle la taotnllwil each 
day with a piece Of wood or a bunch of 
cotton until Its temper reaches a white 
heat.

Yt hen a passenger steps ou a 
car. the conductor Immediately asks 
where he Is going and then prepares 
his ticket, which MEM also as a re- 
ceipt for the fare. The preparation of 
a ticket consists only lu detaching It 
from a block and punching It or mark- 
ing It with a pencil . 

'I'll Is process Involves much more 
work than the simple process of ring- 
ing up the fares, as conductors do lu 
America, but the task Is lightened by 
the fact that only a certain number of 
persons are permitted to ride ou a car 
at the same time. The number of sit- 
ting and standing places Is plainly 
i irkad ou each car. If a car Is de- 
signed to carry 30 persona, no more 
than 30 persons will be permitted on 
that car at the same time. When any- 
thing In Germany Is forbidden, it la 
settled once for all. 

In order that every person who rides 
shall get the prescribed ticket Inspect- 
ors are employed who spend their time 
in ascertaining whether the conductors 
are doing their duty. These Inspectors 
step Into the cars and ask the passen- 
gers for their tickets. They note "the 
number of the tickets and whether they 
correspond with the stubs retained by 
the conductor. The clerk who gives 
out the blocks of tickets to the con- 
ductors uotes the number of the upper- 
most ticket nnd at the return of each 
block collects from the conductor who 
returned It as many fares as there are 
tickets detached. 

The rate of fares varlea from 2V4 
cents to 5, according to the distance. 
Small children are carried for one-lialf 
fare, and any one for the sum of 12.50 
may secure n ticket which entitles him 
to ride as much as he wishes for one 
month. When a car Is fuU, the con- 
ductor displays a plsrard bearing the 
word "Occupied."— Chicago Record.
